Arkansas Valley Authority was pro- 
posed Friday by Rep.

kansas and Red river basins of Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana, Missouri, Kansas, Ok- 
lahoma, Texas, Colorado and New 
Mexico.

embrace 308,165 square miles.

area, Ellis said, was seven times larg- 
er than the Tennessee Valley,

Airport Revenue Is No Issue 


This Is an Airport, Nor an Air-Line 


If we can clear up one point in connection with the pro- 


posed municipal airport there is no reason why the City of Hope 
shouldn't vote unanimously for immediate purchase of the 


^•necessary land. The point to be disposed of is this: Will the 


airport produce any worth-while revenue? The answer is "No." 
This isn't a transportation project—it is merely a facility lead- 
ing up to a transportation project.

© The revenue question has no proper 


place in this argument. 


If we were talking about financing 


m nir-linc, then revenue would ho 
mportnnt enough—for an air-lin; is 


business operation, calculated lo 


make money. 


But we aren't talking about an air- 


ine; we are talking about an airport, 
a facility which makes possible the 
whole business of flying. 


And transport facilities which pre- 


ceded tlie actual transport business op- 
erations never in all history have pro- 
duced any revenue—they were a dead 
loss, considered by themselves. 


The railroads are a business opern- 


.ion, 
now—but before the railro" 


could start running they had to 
preceded by vast grants, of govern- 
ment land and millions of dollars of j 
government 
subsidy. 
The 
facil- 


ities preceding actual rail transport 
were, therefore, considered by them- 
selves, a dead loss. 


And so with the highways, also. 


Long before there was any gasoline 
tax to make highway construction 
self-supporting/ millions of dollars of 
land tax was poured into the building 
of roads. People who owned land but 
had no automobiles were taxed so 
that people who had automobiles but 
no land might have n road to run on. 
For landed people, the highway facil- 
ities preceding enactment of tlie gaso- 
line tax represented a total loss. 


But all of these early 
"dead-loss 


facilities" produced tremendous trans- 
port businesses upon which present- 
day America is based. 


And the same is true of Air, 
There is no appreciable revenue in 


sight for a municipal airport. By the 
very nature of the propccl there 
couldn't be. But an airport is the 
keystone of all 
flying, so far 
as 


our city and section is concerned. It 
will lead to other revenue business, 
as the aviation industry continues its 
rapid advance. 


And for this reason—just as once 


we were fired with the inspiration 
of railroads, and later with the m- 
piration of highways—now today we 
must catch the vision of what a wing- 
ed America mouns, and cither get 
thi.1; airport now or stop talking about 
it.

north western France for an hour in 
a daylight raid Friday blasting, bases, 
airdromes and other military objec- 
tives.

bombers roaring over the channel at 
one place. The raid, one of the heavi- 
est ever attempted by the British, was 
the first in which such a large num- 
ber of frighters was used for pro- 
tection. 


Eight-gun fighters outnumbered the 


bombers 10 to 1, indicating that at least 
500 fighters were used. 


The raid was described as resembling 


the mass German daylight raids in 
the early part of the war.

Ahead of Estimates

HARRISBURG, Pa. - 
First three 


months' operation of the 160-mile sup- 
erhighway between Harrisburgh and 
Pittsburgh convinces the Pennsylvan- 
a Turnpike Commission it will have 
no difficulty getting funds for an ex- 
.cnsion to Philadelphia. 


Federal agencies financed the pro- 


ject originally. The PWA 
granted 


531,500,000, or 45 per cent of the esti- 
mated cost. The commission issued 
540,800,000 in bonds and the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation pur- 
chased the entire issue. Walter A. 
Jones, chairman of the commission, 
lias been trying to get further federal 
aid for the Philadelphia extension, 
but he believes today the entire 555.- 
000,000 cost of the eastward stretch 
can be financed through sale of bonds 
to the public. 


"I believe the Pennsylvania Turn- 


pike's record of earnings has answ- 
ered the question of whether the road 
will pay for itself to me entire satis- 
faction of all concerned," says Chair- 
man Jones. 


Gov. 
Arthur H. James recently au- 


thorized the state highway depart- 
ment to spend up to $75,000 for a 
traffic and land survey for the ex- 
tension of the road to Philadelphia. 


The road opened. Oct. 1, when the 


tourist season was over. 


Revenue for October and November 


aggregated 5410.586, a daily average 
of 5G131 as compared with tlie en- 
gineers' estimates for the first • two 
months of 56565. In these first two 
months 434,338 motor vehicles of all 
types used the turnpike. 


Seasonal slackening of traffic and 


unusually severe weather with snow 
storms cut passenger car travel in 
November, but truck traffic increas- 
ed. 


In October 14,884 trucks paid tolls: 


in November 16,017. The commission 
expects truck 
traffic to 
increase. 


Truckers arc slow to change establish- 
ed routes but many companies have 
been experimenting with test trucks 
to dctcrmincfor themselves whether 
the monetary aond time-saving fea- 
tures of the turnpike warrant the 
rate. But traffic increased from 776 in 
October to 814 in November. 


A through trip costs ?1,50 for a 


passenger car or $2.25 for a round- 
trip ticket, while the truck fare rang- 
es from $4 lo $10. 


Receipts will be applied to amor- 


tization of'the commission's bond is- 
sue. Retirement date is 1054. When 
the debt is paid th eturnpike will be 
turned over to the state highway de- 
partment for maintenance as a free 
road. 


Easy grades of the road and

straight smooth surfaces are a temp- 
tation to motorists. Sixty state motor 
police patrol the road but cxecessive 
speeds draw only notes of caution. 


Most of the cars that have met 


disaster have been burned out from 
their high speeding, There have been 
but few smashups and only four fa- 
talities.

brought 5500,000 of new money into 
Arkansas last year, and it is one of 
the most worth-while trade promo- 
tions any state or city can engage 
in, Linus Walker, proprietor of • the 
Walker Tourist Court just east oi 
town on U. S. 67, told Hope Rotary 
club Friday noon at Hotel Barlow. 


At his own court last year, Mr. 


Walker said, there were registerec 
800 cars from 43 states, the District 
of Columbia, Mexico, the Canal Zone, 
and Guatemala. 


These 800 cars represented an aver- 


age expenditure per car of 57 pei 
night spent in Hope, for lodging, food 
entertainment and incidentals, 
the 


speaker continued. 


Mr. Walker pointed out that the 


tourist business of the United States 
is a 6-billion-dollar-a-year 
industry 


representing two-thirds as much mo- 
ney as the entire output of the 
farms of the nation. 


On an appropriation of $78,000 for 


the two-year legislative period, Mr. 
Walker said, the State Publicity De- 
partment managed to trace $50,000 of 
new tourist money to Arkansas—and 
the department had 20,000 inquiries 
from its national advertising 
cam- 


paign in magazines and other media. 


The speaker urged Hope to follow 


up every advantage in the battle be- 
tween different sections to get the 
nation's tourist business. He pointed 
out that U. S. G7 is a fine piece 
of state paving frequently praised 
by tourists, but that Hope has a bad 
condition, on Third street, whcih is 
too narrow for transcontinental traf- 
fic and should bo widened and re- 
paved. He also suggested abolition oi' 
parking on Third street downtown.
